Tho truth seems to bo between these 
two extreme opinions. Locusts fly well 
but thoy aro sometimes waftod by winds 
where their power of flight would never 
tiave carried them. Their food consists 
of tho leaves and green stalks of plants 
tho mandibles and maxillae are strong 
sharp and toothed and in outing thoj 
uso their foro foot to bring tho food to 
their mouths. They generally quite con 
sumo any stalk of grass or other green 
thing which thoy have selected and out 
Tho terrible voyages of locusts are owing 
to tho vast numbers in which they ap 
pear, filling tho air like flnkes of enow— 
darkening tho sky, so that objects 
cast no shadow—seeming in the dia 
tance like thick smoke—advancing with 
a sound lilco tho rushing of chariots 01 
waters, or, in the words of tho prophet 
Joel, 'like tho noise of a flame of fire 
that dovouroththo stubble;' whilst as he, 
also says, 'tho land is us the garden o: 
Edon before them, and behind thorn i 
desolate wilderness.' Thoy out up every 
jroon thing, and after tho grass am 
oaves, thoy devour in their hunger th 
bark of ti-oos and shrubs.

Ed. Atterberry Now at His Home 


Near Moweaqua. 


A correspondent at Sullivan gives this 
eference to a murder case which occur- 
ed a few years ago in Penn township, 
ast of Moweaqua: "Ed. Atterberry, 
•ho was placed in jail Saturday by 


Sheriff Webb for safe-keeping,was liber- 
ted Monday. A sistei from Moweaqna 
ame up Wednesday evening and took 
him back to that place. Atterberry's 
ase is a strange one. and if it ia not 
ooked after some one will have trouble. 
le was indicted along with hia brother 
or killing thoir father. Within a week 
tie became insane and was taken to 
tankakeo, 
His brother was tried in 


ho Shelby county circuit court nnd, ac- 
quitted, but Ed. has never had his case 
,cted upon at all. The asylum officials 
sent him homo on a furlough a few days 
ago, with instructions to return him 
without trial if he became worse. Atter- 
berry 'has a family living in Sullivan 
and came hero, but tlie officials hero 
could do nothing, as he was sent to Kan- 
[akee from Shelby county. If he is 
permitted to run at largo he should be 
,ried for murder, and if insane he should 
be returned to the asylum. 
If the 


Shelby county people know their busi- 
ness they will Bee about it." 


A Baby's Evidence. 


Here is a story vouched for by a Lon- 


don journal, showing how a small baby 
once got his mother into serious difflcul- 
;ies and then made amends by getting 
ier out of them again. It seems that a 
poor seamstress with a child in her arms 
was tried for tho theft of three gold 
coins. She said in defonso: "I wont to 
my employer's house on business. I 
carried my child in my arms, as it is 
now. I waa not paying attention to it. 
There wore several gold coins oil the 
mantelpiece, and, unknown to me, it 
stretched out its little hand and seized 
three pieces, which I did not observe 
until I got homo. I at once put on my 
bonnet and was going buck to my em- 
ployer to return thorn when I was ur- 
reated. This is tho solemn truth, aa I 
hope for heaven's mercy." 


Tho court could not bolievo this story. 


Thoy upbraided tho mother for her hn- 
p science iu endeavoring to palm off such 
a falsehood for the truth. But aho eo 
pertinaciously asserted her innocence 
that a novel experiment was made in her 
favor. One of the officials proposed to 
renew the scene described by the mother. 
The gold coins were placed on the clerk's 
table. The mother was requested to re- 
sume the position in which she stood at 
her employer's house. There was then 
a breathless pause in court. Tho baby 
soon discovered the bright coins, eyed 
them for a moment, smiled and then 
clutched them in its fingers with n 
miser's eagerness. Tho mother was at 
once acquitted.

LA SALLE, 111., May 35.—From the 


present indications the strikers' riot- 
ing has only commenced and it points to 
great disaster. 
The miners, though 


very orderly in La Salle all day, are 
but preparing for an uprising that will 
undoubtedly result in slaughter to hu- 
man life and great destruction of prop- 
erty. 


When the committee appointed at 


the mass meeting held in Turn hall 
yesterday morning learned through 
their attorney, David Ross, that the 
two La Salle prisoners who were 
lodged in the La Salle county jail 'were 
to be tried in Ottawa, a notice was sent 
to La Salle to that effect. 


Accordingly the Spring Valley strik- 


ers ci-lled a mass meeting and passed 
resolutions denouncing such action, 
and requested that the prisoners be re- 
turned to La Salle for trial, stating that 
if this be granted them they would re- 
main orderly. 
Otherwise they would 


organize, arm themselves, march to Ot- 
tawa and liberate the men, even though 
it be necessary to demolish the county 
jail to accomplish their object. 


This notice was sent to Sheriff Tay- 


lor at Ottawa, and the sheriff at onae 
answered them saying that the prison- 
ers would be tried before Squire Weeks 
in Ottawa, and that he would be pleased 
to meet them. This answer threw the 
Spring1 Valley anarchists into a frenzy, 
and a second mass meeting was held, 
at which the miners decided to organize 
and arm themselves and inarch to Ot- 
tawa and carry out their purpose. 


Word was soon sent to the La Salle 


and Peru miners and they will meet 
the strikers from La Salle on the Peru 
road between Spring Valley and Peru, 
between 5 and 0 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. 


This news has greatly excited the 


cities of both La Salle and Ottawa and 
preparations are rapidly goiiig on for 
the worst. 


In Ottawa the city- is being patrolled 


by heavily-armed men on horseback 
and on foot. In La Salle the citizens 
feel a safety in the presence of the 
state militia and are depending on them 
for protection. 


Another report has just reached here 


that Toluca has sent a well-armed del- 
egation, and that they are now in tho 
vicinity of Utiea, and will join the com- 
bined mobs from Spring Valley, Peru 
and La Salle as they pass en route to 
Ottawa. 
SHERIFF HELMS' 
PRISONERS. 


The Striking Mlrjern Full to Relewie Them 


—A Compromise. 


CENTRAI.TA, 111., May 35.—The eighty- 


eight strikers who were arrested yes- 
terday by Helms and his deputies at 
Odin, 111., were placed in the armory 
here last night, guarded by a strong 
f ore-1 of deputies. In the meantime the 
remainder of the mob of 400 strikers 
held a mass meeting, and sent word to 
the sheriff that if the prisoners were 
not released this morning an attack 
would be made on the armory by the 
strikers, reinforced from the minors at 
Sandoval and Duquoin. for the purpose 
of rescuing the men who were under 
arrest. 


This move had been anticipated by 


Sheriff Helms, who had made a call on 
the governor for troops, and this morn- 
ing before the strikers, had decided 
•what course to pursue the sheriff had 
under his command four companies of 
state militia from Effingham, Vandalia, 
Carbondale and this city. 


This show of force took all 
the 


belligerency out of the strikers, who 
have been very quiet all day. 


At the preliminary hem-ing of the 


eighty-eight prisoners it was agreed 
between counsel that twenty of the 
men should confess to the charge of 
conspiracy, the prosecuting- attorney 
agreeing- to release the others on their 
own recognizance to appear at the next 
term of the JIarion county court in 
July. Bond in the cases of the twenty 
men was fixed iu 8500 each, but was not 
furnished to-day. They expect to re- 
gain their liberty to-morrow. The mi- 
litia will remain on guard here until all 
danger of a further outbreak is past. 
Adjt.-Gen. Bayle does not apprehend 
any more trouble. 


DONE WITH DYNAMITE. 


Eloven Men Murdered,

Shortly afterwards a 
large party of strikers blew up the 
shaft house with powder, causing a 
loss of 825,000, and then dropped 100 
pounds of giant powder down the shaft, 
which was also exploded, killing all 
tho inmates. 
Not more than 300 yards 


from the Strong shafi house sixteen 
men, -who had been, engaged to go 
to -work in the Independence mine, 
were surrounded in their bunk house, 
and after a long parley agreed to sur- 
render. Each one was armed with a 
rifle and a brace of revolvers. 
Tho 


arms are now in the possession of the 
strikers. 


The deputies from Denver have with- 


drawn to a less exposed position, whero 
they will await reinforcements. 


The strikers from their stronghold 


on Lull Hill can view the country fo 
miles, and all passes are guarded 
by them.

satisfactory explanation of his business 
is given. No one is perslat^ MM 
enough to the seat of war to be In ran- 
ger, and the streets of Cripple Creek 
and Victoria, as well as the passes, are 
patrolled by miners carrying Winches- 
ters and revolvers.

ties numbering eighteen was accom- 
plished by tromen, and ever since the

thy with the general strike. Delegates 
from the southern Iowa districts had 
been here for several days, and they 
were successful yesterday in persuad- 
ing the miners to leave their work. 
The ccal supply in this part of the 
state ia very small. 


Forced to Quit Work. 


DECATUR, 111., 
May 
20.—All but 


twelve of the miners working in the 
shafts near here were forced to quit 
work yesterday by a mob of 200 strik- 
ers. The nonunion men made a show 
of resistance, and ten of them, were 
severely pounded by the strikers. Ev- 
erything was quiet to-night.

theory, no menace against tho safety of 
property— or even of life, for that mat- 
ter—can justify preventive interference 
on the part of tho soldiers, They inuet 
stand idly by with stacked arms while 
threats are being uttered and nrcpara- 
tiorifl made to destroy property, hayinp; 
no right to act until tho torch is applied 
or Homo other deed of violence is com- 
mitted.

lifo is more interesting than the develop- 
inont of these unimalH. It should al- 
ways 1)0 remembered that thn old adage,

nevur appear in unusual numbers except 
in accordance with tho luws of their nat- 
ural development. .

shape of a sitting room or reception room, 
as the case miglit be, so that the space 
which has originally been wasted in a hall 


converted into a room. This in the 


genesis and substance of the reception hall. 


In this plan there is an indication oE what 


may be done in a small building built for 
a relatively small aum of money. There is 
a connection between the hall and sitting 
room which in the reception hall idea glveo 
the house the appearance of sumptuous- 
nens. On the other hand, there are the means 
of separation which are oftau desirable In 
any room. On the other side ot the hall 
aro thu library and dining room. They bear 
their proper relation to the hall, though 
maybe not their proper relation to one an- 
other. In the strict sense, a library should 
probably have no connection with the din- 
lag room. However, individual preference 
and requirements may naturally contra' 
matters of this kind. Tho plan shows a 
grate in the library and one in the hall. 


One thing which the development of the 


reception hall idea has done for all build 
ings is to make the hall iiaelf of more in 
terest. In former times it/ was u mere pas 
ease, often a narrow ODD, -,vlth a small win 
dow leadiug to the stairweiy. In this plan 
which is in a measure bypical of what ma] 
be done, the end,of the stair hall is entirely 
given up to a broad window, which throws

Thus one coming into tli>i hall from the out 
side comes toward thu light rather than 
Into a dark end, which U BO often clmrnc 
teristic of the old stair hall.

I 
could not be more satisfactory in a house 
costing ten times the amount of^monoy. In 
truth, kitchens are often planned in con 
nection with large establishments wliicl 
would be a great burden to people of ordi 
nary means. In this plan we have th 
proper passage, containing china closet, be 
tweeu din ing room aud kitchen. Plain sheets 
of cathedral glass In the passage doors 
would obscure the view, and at the sam 
time they would give light to thl.i passafj 
jn an agreeable munncr.

The deceased was the owner of a farm 


of 200 acres near Pana, and lately built 
i new home on Condit street, this city. 
So was a director in the Citizens' Mu- 
;ual Telephone company, and was the first 
president of the local Medical Society. 
[Ie was a member of Grace Methodist 
church, and was n Master Mason, in 
politics un uncompromising Republican. 
Ho had served us chairman of the Re- 
publican central committee for Pleasant 
View township, and while he was a resi- 
dent of West Baltimore, Ohio, he was 
made postmacter at that town by Presi- 
dent Lincoln. 
Throughout his pro- 


fessional career Dr. Tobey enjoyed a 
good practice and was generally recog- 
nized as a competent physician.

He 
drank a cup of tea, and seemed to foci 
better; but in n few minutes he grow 
worse, and expressed a desire to lie 
down. Mr. Newbegin hastened to sum- 
mon a physician, but in less than fifteen 
minutes he returned to find him dead. 
Dr. Foster was at hand but it was too i 
late—good, genial Dr. Tobey was beyond 
the reach of all human aidi His family 
was telegraphed at once, and the remains 
made roudy Sfhd forwarded to Decatur 
cm the IU:,"K! train. The cause uf his 
death was heart t rou'ilu. He complained 
of a pain in the region of his heart. So 
suddenly was he called from this life 
that our people can scarcely realize the 
solemn truth. The doctor was for a 
number of years a resident of this place, 
and few men are better known over the 
entire county. An honest, law-abiding 
man, and a consistent Christian gentle- 
man, he was well-beloved by all his ac- 
quaintances and he willl be sadly missed 
in the community.
